DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or cornposition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or altemative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains subject matter 
inappropriate for an abstract (see description of proper content of an abstract, above). 
For example, the abstract should not refer to applicant's nephew, applicant's making a 
sample of the bib, etc. The abstract should be limited to a concise explanation of the 
structure of the invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310.

solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art." 
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(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary nnay 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawina(s) : See MPEP §

However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 

1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following: . 

The Background of the Invention does not contain proper subject nnatter. See 
description of the proper content of the Background of the Invention above. 

The Brief Description of the Invention (or Brief Summary) does not contain proper 
subject matter. The Brief Description should not refer to sales information such as price 
and store names. See description of the proper content of the Background of the 
Invention above. 

The Brief Description of the Drawings is improper, since each figure should be 
refenred to and briefly described by figure number. Drawings 1 , 2, 3, and 4 are referred 
to, however the Brief Description should provide a description of each of the figures, i.e. 
Fig. 1A, Fig. 1B, Fig. 1C, Fig. 1AB, etc. (through Fig. 3ABCD). See description of the 
proper content of the Brief Description of the Drawings above. ^ 

The Detailed Description is improper, since the structural details of the invention 
should be described with reference to the figures. The figures should include reference 
numerals indicating the important elements of the structure, and the Detailed 
Description should refer to these reference numerals and describe them. 
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The specification is replete with grammatical, spelling, and punctuation errors. 
The specification should be revised carefully to correct such errors. Examples of these 
errors are: "What make my idea so unique, is that its safer", "Most babies fall asleep 
while feeding it would be easier to remove.the bib without waking the baby", "There little 
necks" etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The use of the trademark "Velcro" has been noted in this application. It should 
be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to because: 

The numbering of the figures is confusing. There is a Fig. 1 A, Fig. 1 B, Fig. 1C, 
and then "Figure 1 ,AB" and "Figure 1 ,ABCD". The combination figure numbers "Figure 
1 ,AB", "Figure 1 ,ABCD", "Figure 2ABC" are confusing. Also, some figures appear to 
have more than one figure number (e.g. see label "Figure 2C 2ABC"). Each figure 
should have one figure number and the figures should be numbered in a clear manner. 

The drawings are also objected to because they should contain reference 
numerals indicating the important elements of the structure, and the Detailed 
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Description should refer to these reference numerals and describe them. See patents 
cited for examples. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should Include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action In the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

6. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
that new claims be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following 
the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
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Applicant's claim is not numbered. The claim should be numbered "1 The 
claim will be referred to as Claim 1 in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim must be one sentence 
only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith et al 
(US 6,216,269). 

Smith discloses a combination bib and shirt. The bib (24) is attachable to the 
shirt (14) by means of fasteners (32,20). The bib and shirt combination is safe and 
convenient as claimed. 
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10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nitzberg (US 
2.425,635). 

Nitzberg discloses a combination bib and garment. The top of the dress (A) 
forms a shirt. The bib (B) is attachable to the garment by means of fasteners (12,14). 
which are disclosed as snaps or buttons. The device is safe and convenient as 
claimed.
